Empire. 

It Las been, andaliall <!ouLiuuo to be 
an interesting study to watch Dig 
course of empire in North Ainoiica. 
Some fertile writer has depicted tho 
iBBb repreaentatiYO of the Ked Miiu 
standing on one of the peaks of the 
Pacific slope watching in melancholy 
mood the, setting sun as it goes down 
in tho Mrestern -waste of -waters for the 
last time upon his race. It is no 
■ part of our present purpose to con. 
eider the relations betvreen the course 
of erajjire and the Red Man's doom; 
jxor d(i WH Bfio very clearly why the two 
should have any coimectiou. Ii seems 
hut yesterday that tho great North- 
west was a sonlodbook. Thoyoujigost 
ot our roadors will remember when it 
was "unblauketed." Although it inav 
Btill be fitly termed the "Great Lone 
Land," enough is known about it to 
establish its high adaptation to soltlc- 
ment. It is certainly not the frozoi: 
and uninhahitablo region \Ybi(;h timsr 
interested in keeping back tho course 
of empix-e were wont to rcpvc-icnt it 
The pleasure trips of cxcuruiunisln and 
the explorations of sciontitic men 
have, during the [past three yoars. 
shed a ray of light uijon tho vast re- 
gion lying between Thunder Bay and 
Stickeen Eiver, and we see a country 
rich in all the yarioua resources and 
requirements necesBnry to human pro- 
gress and ■well-being— all that is neces- 
sary to tho creation of a great enipirc. 
That portion known as tlio Red Jiivor 
country will be the first to be sottletl. 
Already the work of population may bo 
said to have fairly begun. In order to 
convey some idea to the local reader of 
the rapidity with which this workis going 
ou in what may be regarded as its small 
beginnings, it may bo stated that the 
town of Winnipeg has in three years 
grown to the size of Victoria, or nearly 
so; and we sea it stated that in tho coming 
Spring families are expected to enter by 
hundreds and people by thousands. 
These are chiefly looked for from tlu 
Western States of tho noigliliorincr lie- 
public — for the most part ]5ritish aub- 
jccts, many of them Cvuadians, who were 
carried thero with tho groat current ol 
emigration so long flowing into tho prai 
ries of the great west. In this nioveuicni 
we find proof of tho superiority of [our 
North-west oter the Great West of our 
neighbourB. It cannot well be doubted 
that with the opening of railway com- 
munication tho work of filling up will 
he greatly accelaratod. Who will say 
that when the immigrant shall breakfa^^t 
in Montreal and sup in Winnipeg the 
ratio will not be greatly increased? It 
will bo the true policy of L'aiuida, -n hiU- 
carrying out faithfully tho tonus vi 
uniou, to make every possible liaslo in es 
tflhliahing railway e.oiniiuiiiication with 
Manitoba, so as to ulili/.o at tiio earliesi 
possible moment that over-ilowiDg.stream 
of Earopean emigration hitherto fiowiu-; 
into a foreign country, Nor is tho sub 
ject of filling up the country more ini. 
jucdiately uniler oonsideraticm one ol 
only remote or indirect iiii[iortuiieo 1'. 
British Cohuiibiii.. Thr.L ])0|julatii)n iiius.i 
chielly roach u.s ovorlanil from the ens; 
is a proposition few will bo incliu 
ed to question. It follows, there- 
fore, as a sequence of reasoning that the 
more rapidly tiie stre.nns fhiw into tlia!. 
country tlio sovjiier in::y it ho oxixcttM 
to roach U!). Even t.ikiiig the puit ;f, a 
gaugoofthe future, it seems not un 
reasonable to predict tiiat tlio expiration 
of the docade fixed by the Treaty ol 
Union for tho completion of tho railway 
will find thousands in that middle conn- 
try waiting for tim fh'st train to carry llioin 
to tho Paciiic;; for Westward tho eouisc ot 
Empire takes its way. If, a.s we venlui'e 
to hope, the policy of tho GM^l^ of foriner 
years in tiiis respect should bo the policy 
of the new .\<lralni8tration, we may 
reasonably expect that tho wustwaru 
course of empire will bo greatly acceler- 
ated.

Judge DavisV Remarks on 
the Sentence of Tweed- 

Nr.wToitK, Nov. 22.— When Tweed was 
told to stand up and vocoive tho sontonco 
of tho court, Judge Davis said: "Wm. 
M. Tweed, •you' stand convicted by the 
verdict of a jury of twelve honest men of 
a largo number of crimes chaagad against 
you, united in one indictinont, and that 
verdict, in tho opinion of the court, could 
not have been otherwise without a tIoU- 
tion of tho oath which the jury havo tak- 
en, aiid an utter disrogartl of tho obliga- 
tions under which they rested, to Bpoak 
the truth and the whole truth. With all 
the opportunity you iiad to faithfully 
perform your duties to tho public, to win 
honor and tho respect of tho wholo com- 
munity, you saw lit to pervert tho op- 
portunity you possessed and tho powers 
with which you wore clothed, in a man- 
ner more wicked, inoro infamous and 
moro outrageoiis than in any instance of 
a like character which the wholo history 
of the world contains. Instead of pro- 
tecting the public, you plundered it; in- 
atsad of bt.iudiii.g guard where the law 
placed yon, over tho treasury of your 
ooL'ntry, you throw that treasury open 
not merely to your own rapainty, but also 
to some of your ns.sociates, iindor cir- 
cumstaiices that make it apparent that 
you wore engaged in a concerted conspir- 
acy to plunder the Treasury of this coun- 
ty, by which yourself and associates in 
criino wero principally to benefit. The 
eTidenco on the subject can leave no 
manner of doubt in the miiuls of any. 
The coiiimencemont of it was tho entering 
by you on tho duties of Proaidont of tho 
Jioanl of Audit, on tho 5th of ilay. The 
vory ne.^t day after tn'at, your career of 
plunder began, and it continued from 
that day forward, consecutively, till the 
whole one hundred and ninety accoiinls 
bofore that JJoard had been audited aiul 
certitied, warrants issued and money paid. 
Tho OTiilouco is conclusive that tho whole 
proceeding was instituted for carry- 
ing on a concerted plan to enrich yourself 
and those associated with you. If there 
were no other testimony, iu my judgment 
it would bo conclu.sively established that 
on each of those several claims as they 
were jiassod and ultimately paid, your 
share of tho plunder was clearly fixed and 
prescribed at '2-1: per cent, while tho 
share of your associates had been fixed by 
a somewhat similar standard. It is im- 
possible to believe that in the distribu- 
tion of the 190 oases in which moneys 
■rere reci'ived on those warrants, just 21 
per ceuL of each sum siiouid he always 
allolteil to you, without an understanding 
in advance by a concerted urrangeHiont 
that this exact sum should be your fixed 
proportion of moneys of which the conn- 
try should be plundered. It is in vain 
to suggest that your triol and conviclion 
have been the result of any partisan feel- 
ing; that this, after all, as ono of the 
jurors summoned expressed it, is but 
'•a struggle between the ins and 
outs." Tho wholo struggle has been a 
struggle between honesty and fraud, bo- 
iwteu virtue and crime. It would be 
wrong and unjust to entertain for a mo- 
ment the idea that your conviction has 
been the result of perseoution at tho 
bands of any person or iiarty. It has been 
the result of evidence so pl^in, so clear, 
that I have never seena case whoro the 
evidence was so utterly overwhelming, 
and where it was so impossible for tho ju- 
ry to fail to come to a just verdict. 
IhroaKli tho wljole of this trial you ro- 
.•naincd up to tho very moment of your 
conviction oalm and serene, us though 
you relied on your innuceuce, when it 
was overwhelmingly apparent to all that 
your serenity was only that of audacity, 
ihot your confldenoe was based on the 
onmipotenoo of oorrnptlon rather than on 
A relmncft on your innocence." [I'he 
fudgo omphasizod this sentence by bring- 
ing hia olouoljod hand dov/n on his desk ) 
■ 'The duty of the Court is now to pro 
nounoo Routenoo on you— sontonoo that 
may ho adequate to j'our crime." The 
several counts on which Tweed was 
found guilty wore grouped together and 
ol distinct sentences imjiosod, making lli 
years imprisonment in tho ciniuty jail 
and a fins of $12,700. Tweed waa after- 
wards coa^igned to the Toombs by the 
sheriff. 

TheTiohbome Trial- 



The Tichborne trial seems at last ap- 
proaching its cIjso. The Court aJjuurn- 
cd until tiiO 17lh ult., in order to euabU. 
Iho prosocntion to obtain evidence from 
.-America, which they trust will disposj of 
the steward Luio's testimony. It may be 
remembered that this witness gave the 
name and address of a firm in Now York, 
whe, he statod, woro tho owners of the 
Osprny at tlie tinui she is iiss^u'ted to have 
.sailed from \ew Orleans lor Melbourne 
The pro eeulion, we bul.evj, doclaie that 
thay shall be able to show that no such 
firm was in existence at the dale named, 
and their messenger ia expected to bring 
b.ack a member of the firm with him 
Without, however, assuming the truth or 
falsehood of Luio's story, it is obvious 
that in so short a time tho prosecution 
may find great dilViculty in collactingevi- 
dcnoe which will disprove hia statement.s; 
and yet if, whan the Court roassimblos, 
the Crown should be obliged to acknow- 
la<lgii that, after having sent over to 
America, thoy have failed to proi'ure ovi 
dence shdwing that Luie's account is 
manifostlj untinio, it is not easy to sec 
how the jury can bring in a vorilict of 
guilty. Altogether, the prospects of the 
Claimant are bettor than thoy have senn 
•d for some time; and the readiness with 
which Dr. Keuealy submitted to the un 
usual proposal for an udjonrnment, i>^ 
proof that he either feels, or, at any rate, 
professes to fool, groat oonildonoo in tho 
inipoa.siliility of tho wiliiossos for the de- 
fence being matuially shaken by any 
fresh evidence the prosecution can an- 
duco.

A Great Failure in Berlin- 
Berlin has roeeutly had its financial 
crisis, and as ours waa precipitated by tho 
failure- of ,Jay Cooke Si Co., through over 
speculation in railroails, so theirs was 
brought on l)y tho collapso of a specula- 
tor as doring and successful, who had 
also carried his enterprise too far, and in- 
vostod his dapitalin too many c'oiil)tfiil 
ventures. The Berlin Speculator had the 
odd name of Quistorp. Ho v,-as a now 
man, and unknown to Gorman capitalists, 
when, a few years ago, ho bought lands 
in the «n^■irons of Berlin, and built lumsos 
on it more coin-oni(>ni and attractive than 
tho averugo Borlinera had been used to. 
He soon found a profitable market for h.a 
housos and built more. He was a rest- 
less fellow, whose brain was full of jiro- 
jocts by which he could mako money U r 
himself and benefit- his fellow men at tho 
sanio time. He organized building com- 
panies, and many others for uU sorts of 
puriiosos, and became one of tho host 
known and most popular persons in Bor- 
Ln. His enterprises woro eminently use- 
ful and moi-itorioiis afTairs, most of'thom 
eonnoctad with the niuteria! well being of 
tho Berlin people, sncli as building, draiu- 
i.ig, water and ga.s companies, lie jiro- 
jectod a villa colony west of the city, 
Bomothiug like the fashion of those near 
Chicago aiul Pliiladeljihia, which a while 
ago attracted coiisiilerablu notice and ad- 
miration, in which tho grounds wero laid 
out with wide streets, amjilo and tasteful- 
ly designed parks, and everything bo ar- 
rAnged as to combine the convonioaccs of 
city life with tho boanlios and delights of 
a suburban homo. All those works wo> o 
going on with ajiparent success, and 
Quistorp was regarded as one of tho most 
prosperous and useful men of the German 
capital, when he found that his extensive 
operation? called fcr more money than ho 
could command llis application to the 
bank of Prussia f .ir n temporary loan of a 
million and a half of (lobars was refused 
and iu his straits ho applied to Uio Minis- 
ter of Finance for help from tho Govern- 
ment, on the ground that if he were forc- 
ed to suspend payments some fifteen thon- 
sind people would be thrown out of em- 
ployment, who might causo somo consi- 
derable oiabarrassnient to the Govern- 
mout. But tho Finance Minister respond- 
ed that no reason would justify a loan 
from tho public treasury to Quistorp 's or 
any other private company. 'The next 
day Quiatorp's bank and all its dependent 
companies closed their doors, the exton- 
Bivo works in progress wore stepped, and 
tlio thou^auda uf T,-(n-knioii discharged, 
causing much alarm and financial distur- 
bance already, and great misery and des- 
titution undoubtedly during the coming 
winter.

Bolster, who is Chairn a 1 (f the Lime - 
ick and Clare Fanners' Club and former- 
Iv presided over the Killmallock Board of 
Guardians— Killiaallock being ono of the 
richest districts in Ireland says: — "My 
standing laborers havo e\ery day, when 
thoy work. Is. a day; I give them a com- 
fortable house, which is not very usual in 
Ireland, I am sorry to say; but they have 
a comfortable house from ino, with a chim- 
ney, well ventilated. I give them a of 
an Irish aero of potato land, tillod, for 
which I charge them no rent. (Q.) And 
they have the house for nothing ':' (A.) 
Yes." The money value of tho comfor- 
table house "with a chimney" the witness 
puts at from ;i')s. to Xl' a year, while the 
potato land is sot down at about JJO. Al- 
Logether, therefore, the laborer gets about 
Sr. Cd. a wtok, upon which to support 
himself and family. When ono ooulrasts 
this with what can easily be had in Ca- 
nada or the States for the humblest of 
unskilled labor, we need not wondei that 
so many of the natives of tho finest islo of 
tho soft should be over moving away to 
this Western World, Two dollars and a 
i'ork shilling a week, when specially well 
treated, as by Mr. Wm. Bolster, is not a 
strong tio to bind ono to hia native land.
